On the night of Jan. 15 
he preached to a country congregation, 
and at the door of the church one of 
tbo members invited him and his wife 
to his homo for the night. The min- 
ister declined the invitation, but in 
slated that his •wi'o accept It. but she 
refused with so much vehemence that 
It.attracted attention at the time and 
was recalled afterward.

These 
facts excited suspicion, and it was 
said he and Mrs. Hinshaw had had 
frequent differences over bis- atten- 
tions to a member of his congrega- 
tion. A detective swore out a war- 
rant against tho minister, but tho 
people were so Indignant they drove 
the detective out of town. 


The grand Jury subsequently took 


the matter up and Hlnshaw was In- 
dicted. Protests frou. the church peo- 
ple followed, buv the conviction of 
bis guilt grew dally, and,many of his 
best friends deserted him. Though 
tho law' gave Hlnshaw tho privilege 
of testifying in his own behalf, ho 
did not go on tho stand, and this was 
construed Into a confession of guilt.
